LMOST exactly a year after the subject last occupied the editorial page of The 
Autocar, it seems advisable once again to clarify the situation regarding engine 
oil, especially as cross-blended lubricants are mentioned in an article on a later 

page. A cross-blended lubricant has special viscosity characteristics, and enquiries from 
readers show that its properties are not separately and fully grasped by intending users 

Three technical terms need understanding in this context; viscosity, additives and 
detergents. The viscosity of a liquid is its internal friction, and this may be loosely 
paraphrased by saying that a high-viscosity oil is “thick” and a low-viscosity oil 
“thin”; an additive is a fractional chemical addition to the base liquid, with a 
specific function, while a detergent is a cleanser; the importance of this definition lies 
in the fact that while detergents are additives, additives are not necessarily detergents 

With these definitions in mind, the car owner can sift the wheat from the chaff 
of current lubrication gossip, which consists mostly of fervent advocacy, or equally 
fervent condemnation, of (i) low-viscosity engine oils; (ii) detergent engine oils. For 
a start he can rest assured that any oil recommended by his car’s manufacturer is 
entirely suitable for the engine, but he must use his own judgment when going beyond 
those recommendations. 

The thjnner an oil the more penetrating it becomes, especially at high temperatures 
The more quickly, also, it deteriorates, and the more easily its film breaks down under 
extreme stress. Every motorist, therefore, must relate these properties to his own 
particular car and pocket, so that he may decide whether the fractional saving of 
miles per gallon of petrol which reduced viscosity can give is worth the risk. A cross- 
blended oil reduces risks by evincing a low viscosity at low temperatures and a com- 
paratively high one at high temperatures; this obliging characteristic must, of course, 
be paid for in initial cost. 

Additives are included in oils for various reasons, all of which can be summarized 
under the heading of increased efficiency. Car owners are mostly, and wisely, left 
in comparative ignorance of the work done by most of them, but have a working 
knowledge of the effect of detergents. They have thus realized that a detergent 
additive might have an undesirable effect by dislodging impurities in an old engine, 
and the oil companies have attempted to educate them in this matter to the point 
where they can adopt a detergent oil or not with some decisiveness. Both 
detergency and thinness can, im extreme circumstances, involve risk for an engine, 
but the presence of one does not necessarily imply the presence of the other. The 
confusion has arisen because the cross-blended Q5500 is also an additive oil, and 
because X-100, an oil of normal viscosity in so far as owner recommendations are 
concerned, is widely publicized as a detergent lubricant. Further to confuse the car 
owner, it may be mentioned that other engine oils contain additives, sometimes 
unheralded and unsung, and that they are nothing new, the first additive having been 
included in engine oils many years ago. 

Some guidance may be given to owners based on the above, although individual 
knowledge of any but a brand-new car is necessary before guidance can be 
strengthened into recommendation. New engines can be lubricated by Q5500 or 
by an additive oil with detergent characteristics without fear on the part of an intel- 
ligent owner; a thinner oil—say S.A.E. 20 where S.A.E. 30 is recommended—must 
be left entirely to the owner’s discretion. Old engines are a very different matter 
If consumption of oil is considerable, any lowering of the viscosity will increase it, 
perhaps to the point where the dipstick reading is alarmingly low after a none-too-long 
journey; moreover, there may be some seepage past the various joints and unions 
of the lubrication system. Detergents are not for the old and dirty engine until it 
has been spring-cleaned, but there is an in-between stage in which the cautious use 
of a detergent oil, with frequent checks, oil changes, and a general watchfulness- 
particularly of filters—may accomplish a successful cleaning without strip-down. 
The use of the newer oils is, in fact, an interesting experiment for the intelligent 
motorist, and we have no doubt that many of our readers are busily engaged in a little 
homely research along these lines

MAN-HUNT 


ITH petrol at its present high price there can be few 
owners today to whom more mules per gallon 
cannot be acceptable, and there must be many 

others like myself, who, when reading of remarkable figures 
such as those obtained in the annual petrol consumption 
trial, feel that it is time to see what can be done to improve 
our own vehicles in this respect. 

I would like to repeat the main points which generally 
affect fuel consumption : — 

Driving technique. 

Conservation so far as possible of otherwise wasted heat. 

Reduction of frictional losses. 

Adjustment of the carburettor, achieving the correct mix- 


Correct engine temperature is important. 


ture in order to provide satisfactory operation and perform- 
ance. 

The individual complexities of those four headings are 
considerable, and I decided to take each in turn and see 
how far it was practicable for the ordinary owner to apply 
them. Before attempting to benefit from any of the modifi- 
cations to be described, let me stress the often repeated 
advice. Ensure that all obvious mechanical and electrical 
adjustments are perfect by checking that the following points 
are in order. 

Plugs clean and correctly set; correctly set and unburned 
contacts in the make and break; clean distributor cap; sound 
plug leads, and correctly set timing. 


FOR FUEL 


The last point is particularly important these days, as 
there seems to be a tendency for the ignition to be slightly 
retarded on many cars, the result, I think, of the still linger- 
ing influence of Pool petrol and tendency to pink. Finally, 
of course, the valves should be correctly set for clearance. 
Carburettor settings will be dealt with later, but mean- 
time, check for leaks and the possibility of the petrol level 
being too high, causing continuous or intermittent flooding. 
If an engine has more than one carburettor, they must of 
course be perfectly balanced as multiples. 

Having digressed from the main theme, I will now pro- 
ceed with driving technique, and an interesting example. 
On a certain journey over which I had many consumption 
readings averaging around 24 m.p.g., the car concerned was 
driven by an enthusiast accustomed to rather less perform- 
ance than he now had available, and though he did not drive 
appreciably faster than usual, the temptation to use the 
acceleration available cost over 4 m.p.g. in consumption. 


Costly Urge 


Rapid acceleration is a petrol eater, far more so than high 
cruising speed, but this point can be obscured by the fact 
that if a high cruising speed is maintained on anything but 
a very clear and comparatively straight road, consumption 
will suffer by the continual need to restore the speed after 
it has fallen in traffic, on corners, or as a result of any other 
temporary impediment of progress. The higher the original 
speed, the longer acceleration must be continued to restore 
it after slowing. 

A considerable saving may be made by anticipating a 
necessary reduction in speed, so that the throttle may be 
closed in plenty of time, rather than a sudden release and 
heavy braking. Again I can give another example. One 
particular 58-mile journey can be covered comfortably in 
100 minutes at 24 m.p.g.; to reduce the time to 90 minutes 
costs 2 m.p.g.; five minutes more off the time means a loss 
of nearly 4 m.p.g. 

The effect of speed as such is difficult to determine out- 
side track conditions for the reasons mentioned above, but 
it can be reasonably assumed that maximum economy will 
be around the speed corresponding to maximum engine 
torque, provided that this does not incur speeds much in 
excess of 50 m.p.h. unless the aerodynamic qualities of the 
car are exceptionally good. The average “8 h.p.” car will 
probably be most efficient at about 30 m.p.h., whilst with 
larger engines efficiency should increase towards the 50 
m.p.h. figure. 

A point which has considerable bearing on this question of 
speed is that of gear ratio, and, as a generalization, it can be 
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stated that the higher the gear the better the m.p.g. for any 
given car. Whilst it is not practicable or desirable for the 
owner to make alterations in this respect, from an economy 
point of view the longer top gear can be employed during 
the course of a journey the better the consumption will be 
Conversely, it is the continual use of lower gears which 
causes heavier consumption in very hilly country. 

During the course of the many tests described later it was 
found that an undulating route between two points, provided 
that it could be covered in top gear, used no more fuel than 
a similar run over almost level road between the same points 
So far as driving technique is concerned, therefore, one can 
reasonably state that rapid acceleration is the greatest enemy 
of economy and should be treated accordingly 

We now come to the first of the mechanical considerations 
which affect consumption to a considerable extent—heat 
loss; and since we shall soon be considering actual figures, 
details of the car used are of supreme importance. All] tests 


were made on a 195] 23-litre Riley saloon which had covered 


ECONOMY

10,000 miles, and the tests followed decarbonization and a 
further check after 500 miles. 

It was first decided to test the general overall consump- 
tion. Experiments included journeys from 2-200 miles but 
the majority around 15-25 miles, and after 42 gallons of 
petrol had been used the total was 921 miles, an average of 
21.4 m.p.g. During this time individual checks had been 
made and indicated a maximum figure of around 23.5 m.p.g 
over approximately 100 miles. 

After fitting a one-gallon measuring tank, six further tests 
were made measuring the distance covered with one gallon 
starting from cold. In each case, after an overnight stop, the 
average was only 19.98 m.p.g. measured over a reasonably 
traffic-free but cross-country journey. Six more runs fol- 
lowed but in each instance the car was driven 12 miles or 
so before the measured distance. In this case the average 
consumption was 22.8 m.p.g., indicating a loss of 2.82 miles, 
caused, no doubt, by the cold start. 

Substituting a one-pint tank, six sets of readings were then 
taken from cold and the following average figures obtained

It can be deduced that by starting a journey of only four 
miles from cold petrol consumption will be approximately 
15 m.p.g. and even a run of 10 miles will average only 18 
m.p.g. If the above six figures are added together and the 
final two pints reckoned at 2.86 we arrive at a figure of 20.53 
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which is slightly in excess of the previous 19.98, but this is 
understandable in view of the difficulty in accurate mileo- 
meter reading beyond wth mile. Stops are, of 
another source of lost mileage and several further tests were 
made to find out to what extent 

In ambient temperatures around 40 deg F, a stop of 30 
minutes after 10 miles running will result in a consumpuon 
of 2.2-2.3 miles over the first pint after restarting. A stop 
of 24 hours will produce almost the same figures as for a 
cold start 


course, 


Oil 


At this stage in these tests a sudden changing of autumn 
to winter in early October rather upset the intended 
sequence, so when a 10 deg temperature drop occurred a 
quick change was made from Duckhams NOL 30 oil to 
Q5500 on which the car had run up to the time of decarbon- 
izing. Q5500 is one of the new low viscosity oils having a 
Redwood figure of only 2600 at 32 deg but retaining a figure 
of 55.5 at 200 deg, which is equal to N.L 30. (The Red- 
wood figure for NOL 30 at 32 deg is 7250). It is therefore 
obvious that the engine was subjected to much less drag 
when starting from cold. Converting this into terms of 
m.p.g., as shown in Table 2, readings for the first and second 
pints were slightly increased. With the longer distances the 
results were favourable but inconclusive. They did, how- 
ever, show a possible 3 per cent improvement on tests from 
cold up to 20 miles, and in multiple short runs this figure 
would obviously be exceeded

The next item is that of heat conservation. Heat loss is 
of course a major problem in internal combustion engines 
and anything that can be done to prevent wasteful dissipation 
will improve general efficiency and, therefore, petrol con- 
sumption. The car manufacturers are required to provide 
cooling systems which cater for all climatic variations, apart 
from those generally encountered in this country. It is 
therefore inevitable that under some conditions the amount 
of heat lost via the radiator is considerably more than is 
necessary. 

At the beginning of this series of tests half the radiator 
was blanked off, but this was quickly found to be inade- 
quate. Covering the whole area was quite practicable even 
in traffic, but a hill of half a mile or so would quickly send 
the thermometer reading up and an aperture only 3in deep 
was the ultimate compromise. 

A wary eye must, however, be kept on the thermometer 
on long climbs even if the actual gradient is very small 
It is interesting to note that, with the 3in aperture, a rise 
of 350ft in two miles was sufficient to raise the engine

temperature almost to boiling point. Air temperature was 
then only a few degrees above freezing. 

The effect of this modification on m.p.g. proved to be 
considerable and consumption fell to 25.16 m.p.g. over a 
series of one-gallon tests with the engine warm at the start 
of each, and to 23.4 m.p.g. from cold, an improvement of 
2.36 m.p.g. and 3.42 m.p.g. respectively. 

The results over short distances are shown in Table 3 
and it is interesting to note that the distance covered on

the first quart has risen now to 4.69 miles whereas it was 
originally only 3.69, an improvement of over 27 per cent. 

The next step was to replace the standard carburettor 
needles type EE with the economy type ER; these needles 
are weaker over the first half of their length and do not 
have any effect on large throttle openings, but at arty speed 
up to 60 m.p.h, there was a very considerable saving in 
petrol without the maximum top gear pull (recorded by 
Tapley performance meter) falling by more than 10lb, 
which in fact may have been brought about by the slightly 
increased tendency to pinking. 

Admittedly, a litthe more care was required with the 
throttle for the first two miles from cold and a positive form 
of choke control would be an advantage in this respect. 

Here again I think the car manufacturer tends to pander 
to the lazy or inexperienced driver who expects to drive 
away easily whether the engine is hot or cold-and if the 
mixture strength is adjusted accordingly it must surely be 
over-rich when the correct running temperature has been 
reached 

As a result of this change the second of the one-gallon 
tests topped the 30 m.p.g. mark; the average was, however, 
29.3 m.p.g. The short tests are shown in Table 4, indicat- 
ing a further increase of just over over a mile in the first 
quart at 5.71 miles (equal to 22.84 m.p.g.), as against only 
14.6 in the first test 

The only remaining modification which might offer possi- 
bilities was the fitting of an “atomiser” or distribution 
rectifier. On several previous occasions I had succeeded in 
eliminating “flat spots” when experimenting with other 
types of car, thus enabling even weaker mixtures to be 
satistactorily digested, but in view of the very direct induc-

tion tracts on the Riley engine I had no flat spots to 
eliminate. The carburettors were, however, removed and 
two Cox Atmos units fitted. 

The car was then driven until normal running tempera- 
ture was reached. It was then found possible to make a 
slight reduction in mixture strength at idling speed without 
any deterioration in rhythmic tick-over. With the S.U. 
carburettor this results in an equal reduction throughout 
the range, so a small additional economy might be expected. 
The tests which followed, however, showed further im- 
provement as shown in Table 5 and the consumption 
stabilized three or four miles earlier at a figure of 3.76 miles 
or 30.08 m.p.g., whilst the average mileage covered by the 
first quart of fuel from cold was no less than 5.94. 

A series of runs over 4 gallon confirmed the 30.08 figure 
with an average of 30.09, a further gain of 1.6 m.p.g. and 
total improvement to date of over 8 m.p.g.

All these tests had been carried out on the basis of up to 
30 m.p.h. for the first pint, and 40 m.p.h. thereafter, so long 
as road and traffic conditions allowed it to be maintained. 
It was assumed that this Was around maximum economy 
and some attempts were made at confirmation, but results 
were not convincing because it was difficult to maintain a 
steady speed of 45 m.p.h. for a sufficient length of time 

It can be stated, however, that I could not better 32 
m.p.g. at 45 m.p.h. but did do so several times at 35 m.p.h 
Whether this was the result of speed alone is difficult to 
assess 

The only remaining experiments were those concerning 
tyre pressure and the results are shown in Table 6 where 
it will be seen that there is little to be gained by over-infla 
tion, but a great deal to lose by going below the recom- 
mended pressure which, on the Riley, is 24 Ib. It should, 
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Tapley meters provide a means of assessing performance, 


perhaps, be stated that in all other tests the pressure was 
maintained at 25 lb front and 24 Ib rear. 

In compiling Table 6 the speed in each case was main- 
tained at a steady 40 m.p.h. on a round trip (measuring 45 
miles in each direction) over a level road clear of traffic, 
This probably accounts for the very high reading of 32.2 
m.p.g. at normal tyre pressure.

Statements are frequently made that a fuel saving of 10 
to 20 per cent is possible in cars equipped with a free 
wheel and some experiments were conducted which show 
that in certain circumstances these figures can be greatly 
exceeded. The car was driven up an incline over the North 
Downs—some three and a half miles long—in top gear at a 
steady 40 m.p.h. Using the one-pint measuring tank it was 
found that a distance of 3.4 miles could be covered uphill; 
the car then turned and free-wheeled at the same speed to 
the bottom. A total distance of 6.8 miles was therefore 
covered at a consumption of 54.4 m.p.g. Following this, 
a selected route was covered which included two long 
climbs and two long descents, a total distance of 21 miles 
which was covered at an average of 41.0 m.p.g. A second 
route, not quite so favourable as the first, was used at a 
later date, giving a figure of 38.0 m.p.g. In each case the 
descents were made with the engine switched off. It is 
therefore reasonable to assume that, on such journeys as 
might be encountered on Salisbury Plain, Dartmoor, or in 
any very hilly country where long gradual ascents are com- 
mon, the saving in petro! will be substantial. 


Performance Fall-off 


So far all the tests had been carried out on Pool petrol 
and at the beginning, before any alterations were made, the 
Tapley performance meter reading for maximum top gear 
pull wes 215 lb. At the end of the tests this had fallen to 
205 Ib, but these figures cannot be very reliable on account 
of the considerable amount of pinking, which at the end 
was rather worse because some 2,500 miles had elapsed with 
consequent carbon deposit. The weaker mixture itself pro- 
duced increased pinking. 

With the arrival of branded high octane fuel some further 
figures were taken without any other alterations whatever 
being made and over the three or four runs made on com- 
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parable gradients Tapley readings were all in the 220 to 
225 lb range or around 8 per cent higher than with Pool 
petrol after reducing jet sizes. Readings of 220 lb had been 
previously obtained with the standard carburettor needles 
and Pool petrol, shortly following the decoke. 

It is interesting to note that my own Tapley performance 
figures are 12 per cent higher than those quoted in The 
Autocar Road Test of this model, but my all-up weight was 
4 cwt less, representing again 12 per cent, so it would 
appear that the economy obtained has cost nothing in 
performance 

I set off over my usual route with these figures in mind 
and half a gallon of petrol in the measuring tank. A cold 
start recorded 13.2 miles on the first round and 13.8 on 
the second. Neither of these figures could be described as 
startling and had in fact been equalled and even excecded 
many times with Pool. 

For further tests, therefore, a circular route was selected 
and included two hills neither of which coulc be climbed 
in top gear because of pinking, and both nearly a mile in 
length. This route was also rather winding and normally 
called for a fair amount of third geat 


First-grade Improvement 


With first grade fuel the complete route was covered at 
a consumpuon of 30.6 m.p.g. (mean of two runs) as against 
an average of 28.1 on Pool, an improvement of 2.5 m.p.g 
or about 8.6 per cent, which is slightly in excess of the 
percentage increase in the price of the first grade petrol 
To say, therefore, whether a high octane petrol will actually 
show a saving on consumption alone will depend largely on 
the type of route generally covered, but even though there 
is not an actual cash saving the general running of the car 
is so changed as to be worth the small difference should 
the results come out on the wrong side. 

It will be noted that measurements were made only at 
temperatures around 40 degrees and when an opportunity 
occurred to test consumption from cold at 28 degrees a very 
considerable drop occurred 

The actual figures were: Ist pint 1.6, 2nd 2.5, 3rd 3.3, 
4th 3.6, Sth 3.7. These have not been tabulated, a: they are 
the results of one test only, but they show a drop of 2 m.p.g., 
no doubt attributable to the fact that the mixture control 
had to be employed to some extent for over two miles, and 
the more gradual warming up generally. 

When employing these weaker mixtures in low tempera- 
tures the driver must be prepared for some hesitancy from 
cold and drive accordingly. It should be stressed that with 
S.U. carburettors particular attention should be paid to 
correct lubrication of the dash-pot spindle. If engine oil 
is used for this purpose (except for the damped type for 
which it is recommended) it can cause considerable trouble 
in restricting the free movement until the engine warms up 
and care should be exercised to use a very thin oil for this 
purpose

Servo Surprises 


F power steering makes anything like 
a rapid advance, there is one little 
pitfall that will have to be watched. It 
has been revealed by recent experi- 
ments of the Medical Research Council 
applied psychology research unit, 
which was mostly responsible for the 
work on direction indicators recently 
described, 

Servo assistance, it must be remem- 
bered, is a process that relieves the 
operator of effort, so that he is left to 
“ trigger off” the power via the control. 
If, with a lever control (which a steer- 
ing wheel may be said to be), the effort 
is reduced to such an extent that there 
is very little resistance to the operator’s 
muscular effort he: becomes woefully 
inaccurate. This is something (don’t 
ask me what) to do with proprioceptors, 
which inform their possessors of the 
position of the parts of the anatomy. 
Presumably they need the feel of the 
resistance to muscular effort to tell the 
brain exactly where the limb concerned 
18. 

Here, it scems to me, is the reason 
why I, for one, dislike too light manual 
steering, and why I have always argued 
with my colleagues that lightness of 
brake pedal pressure is not necessarily 
a virtue. Quite positively I -like to 
make some exertion when driying a car, 
and one of the reasons why I-am so 
fond of my present vehicle is that steer- 
ing, clutch and brakes, and also throttle 
pedal, while operating with a delicious 
smoothness, cause me to make a dis- 
tinct effort in operation. 

The more work along these lines the 
better, although there is some difficulty 
in transferring it from the rarefied 
atmosphere of psychological research 
into the everyday air of motoring.

Indicators 


ORE about direction indicators— 

this time from a German Paper 
on the subject entitled Wind Tunnel 
Tests on Traffic Indicators. Restricting 
air currents impede the operation of 
traffic indicators and the tests were to 
determine the maximum speed at 
which various designs could be used, 
and also the effect of various design 
modifications. Maximum attainable 
wind velocity in the tunnel was about 
90 m.p.h. 

The results showed that the limiting 
speed of every type of indicator could 
be raised by suitable design modifica- 
tions, the resulting improved limiting 
speed being, on average, about 6 m.p.h. 
higher for oscillating indicators than 


Impede the operation. 


for stationary ones. An increase in the 
length of the arm, even from only 165 
to 200 mm, resulted in a considerable 
drop in the limiting speed, owing to 
the difficulty of providing stronger 
magnets and springs within the limits 
of current dimensions. By complete 
redesigning, it is possible to attain 
fairly high limiting speeds with arms 
as much as 300 or 350 mm long. 

The modern vertical built-in indi- 
cator, 160 mm long, was satisfactory at 
maximum wind velocity, but reduc- 
tions in the limiting speed of five and 
nearly ten miles an hour were observed 
when the indicator plane was inclined 
at 15 deg to the vertical. Design modi- 
fications aimed at drawing off the 
cushion of air between indicator arm 
and the car body had no appreciable 
effect.

Dragging On? 


HAPTER two in the story of my 

car’s clutch drag is now complete 
and may be retailed at the risk of bore- 
dom; but how we like discussing our 
symptoms! The service manager lost, 
for the adjustment (July 24) seemed to 
fall away and the drag came mercilessly 
back. “ We'll take it down,” he said, 
and they did. Some hours later I went 
round to make myself a nuisance again. 
No reason for the drag could be found 
and the lining wear was normal for 
the mileage (rather light, in fact, I 
noted with satisfaction). “Sorry, 
chaps,” I apologized, “but it was 
dragging, you know. I hope you don’t 
feel it’s been too much a waste of 
time.” “Apart from a desire to hit 
you over the head,” they said, “we 
don’t feel anything.” 

But it wasn’t as bad as that really, 

because a most extraordinary type of 
wear had been taking place in the 
neighbourhood of the _ cushioning 
springs; of that, more later, after due 
enquiry. In the meantime, a new disc 
was fitted and the adjustment re- 
checked. All was reasonably well for 
thirty miles, and then the drag came 
back as bad as ever. Most disappoint- 
ing. 
“Give me that car,” said the service 
manager determinedly. “I’ve been 
thinking about it overnight.” That 
afternoon he rang me up and invited 
me to drive my own car round the 
block. It was gloriously free. He had 
rearranged the entire linkage, altering 
the leverage and bringing the pedal 
farther out into the driving compart- 
ment; the manufacturer’s arc of 
movement had never been sufficient 
to clear the linings properly, right from 
the time that the car was new, and 
I suspect that the particular arc of 
movement was selected to make the 
most of the limited space for the left 
foot off the pedal.

BANK HOLIDAY CARE 


At August Bank Holiday weekend the 
amount of traffic on the roads, re- 
corded by A.A. patrols on the main roads 
in and out of London, broke all records. 
The standard of driving, however, was 
reported as being high. The chief faults 
noticed by A.A. observers were those 
which are regular sources of annoyance 
and danger. The main error was driv- 
ing too slowly too near the centre of the 
road, a fault which causes a great deal of 
exasperation to all those other motorists 
who, whether for business or pleasure, 
have long distances to cover in crowded 
road conditions. 

Next on the list came the drivers who 
tend to pull up close behind the vehicle 
in front to prevent a car overtaking them 
from pulling in. This is another popular 
manceuvre of the most dangerous kind 
So often the overtaking vehicle is doing 
only what the driver of the vehicle in 
front has already had the opportunity to 
do himself. 

Third error was the use of the outer 
lane on dual carriageways by slow traffic, 
and careless parking, especially on main 
traffic routes, was also criticized 

It is interesting to analyse these find 
ings, for it will be seen that in each of the 
three situations it is the slower vehicle 
which is causing the danger, inconveni 
ence, or impediment to traffic flow. In 
the first case it has this effect by travelling 
too slowly and being inconsiderately 
placed, in the second by not attempting 
to overtake and impeding others who do 


so, and in the third by again taking up 
the space allocated to those who are 
concerned with getting to their destina 
tions rather than ambling through the 
country 

It is also interesting to note that there 
were very few flagrant examples of bad 
driving, for the Minister of Transport has 
persistently claimed that careful, courteous 
driving is the cure-all for the accident 
problem. There is more in it than that, 
of course.

driven for 15 hours with an instructor of a motoring 

school near my home, always in the same car; and I 
used this car for the test. We arrived at the office punctually, 
and sat waiting in a bare little room with a few seats and a 
counter at one end. As the minutes passed my instructor 
tried to ease the tension by asking me a few questions on the 
Highway Code; but when I answered “yes” vacantly to 
everything, even when he wanted to know the braking dis- 
tance at 30 m.p.h., he gave up in despair. 

A man came from the office behind the counter and called 
my name. I answered the two usual questions : “ Have you 
your provisional driving licence and is it up to date? Are 
you fully covered by insurance for third-party risks?” and 
signed my name. Suddenly he took his gloves from the 
counter and came in front of it, and I realized that this was 
not just someone who asked routine questions, but the 
examiner himself. I regretted at once that I had not been 
more attentive, for it is wise on this occasion to appear 
reasonably alert. 

Our car (a popular Eight) was in a side road, facing the 
main shopping street.

I fiddled 
with them unhappily. “‘They’ll work when the engine’s 
running,” the examiner said at last after sitting silently 
beside me for a time. (I had not remembered that the 
ignition switch was off.) . 

“TI will always give my instructions clearly and well in 
advance. When I do not ask you to turn a corner, I want 
you to drive straight on in the same direction,” the 
examiner said. “When you are ready, will you please start 
the car and turn left into the road ahead.” 

“Left?” I said, incredulously, for everyone had told me 
that the first turn in the test at Norbury is always right into 
the main road, and I had practised it many times. 

“Yes, left.” His voice was very distinct. 

The first start is a little exciting, and no examiner will 
record a failure for a muddle. I lost my sense of sequence, 
and started to move the gear lever into second gear (for 
starting) before I had even switched on the engine. How 
ever, I managed to remember to look into the rear view 
mirror, and to let in the clutch gently. 

Behind us another test was being started. I waited 
hoping that the driver would be off before me; but he 
waited also, probably hoping the same of me. So I gave 
the hand signal, and drove to the main road, about 20 
yards ahead, in second gear; then I stopped and waited 


until I could draw out into the main stream of traffic 

When we were around the corner, I changed int» third 
and fourth gear as soon as I could. Provided one keeps 
within the speed limit, examiners prefer candidates to drive 
at a reasonable pace where possible, for it shows confidence 
in one’s own driving. 

Under the watch of a silent and ¢ritical observer my 
driving suffered. It became much more noisy than usual 
Between gear changes I treated the throttle too harshly, 
and let the clutch in with a jerk when the change had been 
made. All my movements had become suddenly quicker 
nerves, nasty and unnecessary things. I contrived to control 
mine by slowing all my movements, making each move- 
ment deliberate. Examiners like to see calm and unhurried 
handling of the controls. Sudden attacks on the gear lever 
at the wrong speeds and harsh treatment of the clu ch and 
throttle, or any uneasy sense of flurry, may cause a candi 
date to fail. 


Hazards 


I drove up the main street. There were women with 
shopping baskets and children all over the pavement and 
road, and a concours of buses. Another L car overtook 
mine. 

“TI want you to take the next turning to the right,” the 
examiner said. 

I changed into third at once, to give me time in which 
to think, glanced into the driving mirror, gave the hand 
signal, and drove down the centre of ive road, taking care 
to keep on the left of the white line. I hurried the change 
from third to second, and there was an unpleasant noise 
from the gear box. Then I stopped the car and waited for 
oncoming traffic to go by. However, I turned into the side 
road without cutting the corner, and as soon as possible 
was in top gear again 

The next section tested cornering and general alertness 
We were in a maze of fussy side streets. There were con 
cealed cross roads, intersections, Slow marks on the road, 
continuous white lines, and awkward turnings—a concen 
trated hotchpotch of troublesome motoring. Frequently 
I had to turn either right or left. Whenever th examiner 
asked me to take a side turning, I changed immediately 
into third, braked gently, then changed into second; with 
left-hand turns, I followed th~ kerb, and when turning right 
avoided cutting the mouth of the corner. Approach to 
corners and the line that you take ary ind them are probably 
the core of the driving st, for it is on corners and cross 
roads that most accidents occur in everyday motoring 

I noticed that the examiner often asked me to take the 
second turning—not the first. In these instances, the first 
was invariably a small cross roads. It would have been eas' 

-by concentrating entirely on the second turning—to di 
regard the cross roads altogether and to drive straight over 
them without slowing the car and having a good look to 
right and left. 

At blind cross roads and those barred by a white line. I 
stopped and looked vigorously both ways before restarting, 
or slowed almost to a standstill even if the way was

panied by frequent use of the driving mirror and bold hand 
signals, although there was seldom another car behind us. 

Any apprehension about changing gear is easily overcome 
by changing as much as possible; but one should keep 
within the right speeds for each gear. I tried always to get 
into top gear before the next manceuvre forced me to 
change ‘down again, for I think that this shows confidence. 
If you stay down in third (or second with a three-speed gear 
box) for an unnecessarily long time, the examiner thinks 
either that you are not confident, or that you don’t know 
the correct way to use the gears. Both are unsatisfactory. 

I tried to handle the gear lever lightly but firmly, especi- 
ally in the change from third to second, and we were blessed 
with comparative noiselessness; except once, when there 
was a sickening crash. “I’m terribly sorry,” I said, feeling 
genuinely so for my passenger; and he replied, “That’s 
quite all right.” 

“Will you please stop on the left?” the examiner said. 
I slowed down and néarly stopped, then saw that the car 
was blocking the entrance of a house; I drove on for a few 
yards, to find that we were almost directly opposite a road 
junction to the right (forbidden parking place in the High- 
way Code). I hesitated and nearly stopped again, but alas 
we were now almost on a corner to the left, so I carried on 
until there was a clear stretch of straight road.. As I had 
dithered over this, I explained to the examiner why I had 
not stopped in the three other places, and he appeared to 
be satisfied. 


Turnabout 


On a narrow road with a high crown I had to turn the 
car around within the kerbs. In the anxiety of controlling 
the clutch and pre.enting the car from running on to the 
pavement, together with the harassing noise that the engine 
makes, it is easy ty forget to look carefully in both direc- 
tions before each separate turn is made in this manceuvre. 
Yet this keen look-around is just as important as the turn 
itself. 

I could not risk getting the car around in one reverse 
movement, so I drove forward cautiously, stopped; reversed, 
then went forward; reversed again, then forward and 
around, At each gear change I had to use a lot of throttle 
to prevent the car from running over the kerb. If the car 
does mount the pavement, it often means failure, for this 
would be dangerous if there were pedestrians—especially 
small children—in the vicinity. 

Some more corners followed; there was a tricky one to 
the right on a steep downhill gradient into a very narrow 
road, with a raised metal line at its centre. I kept well 
with’. the line. A little later, I was so anxious to enter a 
roundabout correctly, without interrupting the journey of 
two buses coming from the right, that I forgot that a gear 
box had ever been made. “It’s wonderful what you can 
do in top, isn’t it?” the examiner said. We were doing 10 
m.p.h. in fourth gear. “I’m sorry about that—I forgot,” I 
replied, hoping that he would take pity on me. 

Reversing from a major road into a side turning to the 
left was the next set piece. “I want you to stop in a con- 
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venient position on the left 
and reverse into the side 
turning on the left; when 
you have reversed into 
this turning, please stop 
the car at the first lamp 
post.” Before starting to 
reverse, I waited for a 
cyclist to come by. I felt 
uneasy about this reverse 
turn; therefore I tried 
more than ever to appear 
assured. I had positioned 

the car a little away from 

the kerb, to allow more 
room for the turn. At first, 
I allowed only a very little 
throttle, so the car did not 
“take off” with a jump on 
to the pavement. The corner was a gradual one, the kerb 
a wide sweep round. I followed it without overworking 
the steering. If the wheel is held properly, the car will 
follow the correct line without much persuasion. Once 
around the turn, I straightened the car quickly and stopped. 

I had managed neither to run over the kerb nor to enter 
the road on the forbidden right-hand side. But if you make 
a mistake in this reverse—and think you have driven com- 
petently everywhere else in the test—it is a good idea to 
ask the examiner to give you another try at it. He is a human 
being, and, if he considers that your standard warrants it, 
will give you another chance. But the second attempt must 
be good. 

“ The next time I ask you to stop, I will tap on the wind- 
screen with this book,” the examiner said, “and I want you 
to stop the car as you would in an emergency, keeping it 
under control. It will be safe for you to do so, as I will 
make sure that there is nothing either in front or behind.” 
This emergency stop is routine practice in the test, and is 
used to judge the efficiency of a driver’s reactions. 








Slip 


I started the car and forgot to look in the mirror, or even 
to give a hand signal. A car passed us very close; I won- 
dered uneasily whether the examiner had noticed my care- 
lessness, for this is just the sort of incident that is a nuisance 
in normal driving, and can therefore cause a candidate to 
fail in the test. With the emergency stop at the back of 
my mind, I kept up a fair speed to show that it didn’t worry 
me. 

“Stop!” I jumped on the clutch and brake pedals. The 
car seemed to pull up within its own length. The tyres 
squealed, but the engine had not stalled. I put on the hand 
brake and returned the gear lever to neutral. (The drill 
of hand brake and gear lever should be carried out when- 
ever a stop is made during the test.) 

When I started again, we were faced at once with a junc- 
tion of five roads. “I want you to take that road straight 
up on the right—the one with the chapel in it,” the examiner 
told me. Just in time I noticed that we were at th: extreme 
right end of an oval Keep Left roundabout. The Keep 
Left sign was very inconspicuous, and it would have been 
easy to miss it altogether and to follow the road straight 
up to the right without first turning left around the round- 
about: a dangerous lack of observation. 

The examiner asked me to stop and re-start the car on a 
fairly steep uphill gradient. I gave a lot of throttle, then 
let the clutch in gradually until I could feel the eagine pul- 
ling, then released the hand brake, and hoped. The car 
moved forward. This start is important, for if a driver 
cannot start on an uphill gradient without rolling back, he 
may seriously damage a vehicle behind in dense traffic. 

It seemed now that we had taken every obstacle, and I 
felt fairly content with my performance. I had done my 
best, at any rate, and had managed to keep the inevitable 
nervousness under control. Ten minutes later I knew that 


I had passed.

you have a fairly wide choice. In the main, all the routes 
are based upon three roads, but the permutations and com- 
binations are endless. The centre road is A30, which is 
supposed to be the main way to Exeter. There is an alter- 
native route which runs to the south of it, and another to 
the north, but as this latter road does not branch off until 
you have travelled fifty miles from London it will be simpler 
to start with A30 itself. 

In normal times, for ordinary mid-week traffic, this is a 
good fast road as far as Salisbury, but at holiday time it 
soon becomes overloaded and schedules and tempers are 
disrupted. The trouble is, of course, that A30 is a very 
short bottle with a very long neck. 

One of my routes westward out of London when the 
traffic is heavy brings me to the Great Chertsey Road (A316), 
and through Chertsey (where the level-crossing may present 
a delay). Thence B386 runs across Chobham Common, 
almost parallel with A30. It is an astonishingly rural road, 
considering that it is so near London, and seldom seems to 
be used to capacity. After Windlesham it rejoins A30 about 
a mile on the London side of the “ Cricketers ” by the rail- 
way bridge outside Bagshot. It is, between this junction 
and Chertsey, a rather fiddling detour but it does avoid 
Staines bridge, which even after the alterations is still one 
of the worst spots on this road. It is well worth going to a 
certain amount of trouble to avoid Staines at holiday time, 
and this is really the only practicable way of doing it. None 
of the ways round Staines to the north is very although 
the best is probably to go along A4 instead of branching off 
to the left for A30, and then turn south through Windsor 
to rejoin A30 at the “Cricketers.” This is a long way 
round and the winding narrow roads make it an unsatisfac- 
tory route at holiday time. 

It is virtually impossible to suggest a good alternative to

the stretch from Bagshot to Basingstoke, since there are no 
roads running anything like parallel with it, so twenty miles 
of nose-to-tail has to be faced. 

Once at Basingstoke, however, there are several routes. 
But first there is the burning question of whether to go 
through the town or round the by-pass. It is a matter of 
luck really. On balance I think it is best to avoid Basing- 
stoke, as the main street is narrow and easily obstructed. 
It is at Basingstoke that the northern alternative to A30 
begins. The point about this is that it goes across Salisbury 
Plain and avoids Salisbury itself. Andover and Wincanton 
are the biggest towns on it. 

The normal way from Basingstoke to Andover is by A30 as 
far as the cross-roads marked to the left to Micheldever and 
there turn right on to A303. A now little known but plea- 
sant way from Basingstoke to Andover is B3400, which goes 
through Whitchurch [it was once the main road and labelled 
A30—Eb.}. It is a fairly good road but it entails going into 
Basingstoke. It is a very good way to take at night, for it 
consists almost entirely of gentle, and not-so-gentle, curves 
and one does not have to drive with lights almost perma- 
nently dipped, as on A30. 


Past Stonehenge 


Andover has a level-crossing, which occasionally proves 
troublesome, but after that A303 is a good fast road, very 
straight and smooth. It goes through Amesbury and past 
Stonehenge and its only defect is where it dips down into 
the Wylye valley. Wylye is a lovely little village set on the 
river of that name, but its narrow street with the sharp 
corners was never intended for heavy traffic. On the far 
side of the village there is a particularly dangerous railway 
bridge. With this one exception the road is a very good 
one indeed. It swings over the Plain to Mere, Wincanton, 
Sparkford and Iichester, to rejoin A30 just west of Yarcombe, 
and five miles cast of Honiton. 

A30 meanwhile has deteriorated considerably as a through 
route. From Basingstoke there is a fast stretch to Salisbury

whichever way you go, whether by Stockbridge or Andover. 
If you choose Andover and wish to get to Salisbury the road 
is A343 by Over Wallop. Salisbury is easy to get round and 
a route avoiding the centre is clearly signposted through the 
outskirts of the city. 

At the bottom of the hill as you approach Salisbury you 
are liable to meet an alarming phenomenon. There is an 
awkwardly placed railway bridge set aslant a corner and, 
as if this were not enough, it is only sufficiently high to let 
a bus pass under in the very centre. Consequently, on one 
of the most important trunk roads in England you are likely 
at any minute to meet a double-decker bus in the middle of 
the road at a blind corner (signs are, however, erected to this 
effect). 

After Salisbury A30 becomes a lamentable affair. The 
country is pleasant enough but the road winds and twists up 
and down hill and is constantly running, or rather crawling, 
through picturesque little towns. At mid-week in winter 
its beauty is a strong recommendation, but at a summer 
weekend it should be avoided at all costs. Wilton, Shaftes- 
bury and Sherborne, to say nothing of Yeovil, Crewkerne 
and Chard, are delightful rowns—but not when there are a 
lot of cars about 


Hardy Country 


The road which I suggest as an alternative to A30 westward 
from Salisbury is A354. It has become ever more popular 
in recent years, so that it is nearly, but not quite, as bad 
as A30 at a summer weekend. However, it is straight for 
a great part of its length and overtaking is much easier. It 
is not difficult to find the way out of Salisbury; there are 
only two turns nece and they are both at junctions, and 
both clearly marked “Blandford.” Coming back, the sign- 
posting is not as good and care has to be taken not to get 
on to the Southampton road by mistake. 

There is one curiosity on A354—the instructions on the 
speed limit signs in Coombe Bissett are, for some reason or 
other, written in full; likewise the derestriction signs. From 
Coombe Bissett to Blandford the road affords magnificent 
open views, and even when carrying heavy traffic it is much 
less tiring to drive on than A30. And so to Puddletown 
where it meets A35. 

The road through Dorchester is very simple. A354 turns 
south to Weymouth, and the road to the west remains as 
A35. The stretch between Dorchester and Bridport is very 
well surfaced and while it is hilly and not particularly 
straight it is pleasant to drive on as the majority of the 
bends are fast open ones. In fact, these fifteen miles, when 
comparatively traffic-free, give a better opportunity of 
appraising the qualities of a car than almost anywhere else 
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I know. Roadholding, cornering, hill-climbing, braking 
(enough of this to show up any tendency to “ fade”), acceler- 
ation, and even maximum speed can all be proved here, but 
not on a Bank Holiday 

It is on this stretch of road that you will get your first 
glimpse of the sea. After Bridport the road becomes nearly 
as twisty as A30 and for the last twenty-two miles to Honiton 
there is little to choose between them. A35 wanders off 
through Lyme Regis on its way to Exeter, but a far quicker 
way is to go into Axminster and thence to Honiton. The 
total distance from Salisbury to Honiton via Blandford and 
Dorchester is seventy-seven miles as against seventy-two 
by A30. 

The third or southern route does not touch A3O at all. 
It is A3 as far as the Guildford by-pass and then A31 across 
the Hog’s Back to Farnham and Alton. If you like, you can 
go from Winchester to rejoin A30 at Stockbridge andi in 
this case I would recommend taking B3047 to the right just 
west of New Alresford and running through some very pilea- 
sant water meadow country beside the Itchen, to miss Win- 
chester entirely. This way of reaching Stockbridge makes 
the distance from London seventy-six miles—nine miles 
longer than by A30. Having got as far as Winchester I find 
it best to carry on along A31 to the Cadnam roundabout and 
then Ringwood (by-passed) and Wimborne, a route which 
joins A35 at Bere Regis and meets the Blandford-Dorchester 
road at Puddietown. 

A3l goes right through the heart of the New Forest and 
so unfortunately you are likely to find not only the heavy 
weekend traffic on its way to Bournemouth but sightseers 
as well. All the same, if you have to progress slowly anyway 
you may as well do so in beautiful surroundings. 

These, then, are some of the alternatives to A30 and they 
will repay investigation. None is, of course, a completely 
satisfactory answer, but all these roads are at least as 
as A30 and if the more enterprising motorists would try 
them A30 would be much more tolerable for the remainder.

Clarence E. Mulford’s type of American would call “mean, 
ornery folk.” The habit of making things last has not been 
lost with the years and their just (I hope) reward, so that 
now, when I own a 1}-litre Riley which addicts will under- 
stand to be my Pride and Joy, it is driven always with an 
eye to making it last. 

Such a policy for nursing tends to conjure up a dreary 
picture. One sees the little man who believes that 30 m.p.h. 
is “quite fast enough,” and who hesitates to carry a sack 
of potatoes in the luggage locker. Persistently low speed is 
misguided economy with any car, but particularly with the 
14-litre; as another owner, Mr. A. S. Davey, showed in a 
recent article (“128,000 Miles before Rebore,” June 26), 
there is nothing in reasonable engine speeds to wear out the 
car unduly. Most of the time, road permitting, my rev 
counter needle is between 3,500 and 4,000 r.p.m. in top gear 
(55.5 m.p.h. and 63.8 m.p.h.). At “four-five” the road 
speed exceeds 70 m.p.h., and, as this is reckoned enough 
although the throttle foot is not flat on the floor, the car 
has not yet been driven flat out. By me it will not be. 

The object of the Riley’s treatment is that it shall cover 
a vast mileage before it wears out, but that it shall not do 
so only at the cest of continual replacements. The sights 
are set on 100,000 miles, and the study of the driving 
methods with that end in view has become completely fas- 
cinating; it is much more absorbing than the problem of 
getting along through contemporary congestion and is far 
less frustrating. Such a study actually begins before the car 
is driven a yard, but owner care in the garage should be 
automatic by anyone who can be called responsible. I am 
a stickler for one thing, however—the good thick rug over

the bonnet at night. The block is perceptibly warm to the 
hand the next morning, after all but the coldest nights of 
the year, and even on these slowing down the cooling rate 
must mean that the time is shortened during which the 
interior of the engine is at a lower temperature than that 
of the atmosphere. Consequently, less condensation can 
take place. A further slowing of the cooling in the depths 
of winter is obtained by the use of a paraffin heater under 
the berugged bonnet (not to prevent freezing, the cooling 
system containing anti-freeze). The instant start can be 
expected, therefore, and immediate dispensing with the 
choke, which is not required at all during the summer. 


Warming-up 


Engine revolutions per minute immediately after start- 
ing are set at about 1,200 by the hand throttle, and the car 
is backed immediately out of the garage. I would never 
warm up within a garage, even with the doors open, for 
fear of carbon monoxide. The bonnet rug is left in place 
while the garage is shut up and usually the thermometer 
needle has just begun to rise above 90 deg F (the lower stop) 
by the time one is ready to leave. Both temperature and 
oil pressure are watched to their desired levels before com- 
plete freedom is given to the throttle foot; temperature 
quickly rises to about 176 deg F, but oil pressure remains 
abnormal for about four miles even on a warm morning, 
and even with the Duckham’s Q5500 that has been used 
throughout the car’s life. At 25,000 miles the Riley remains 
a guinea-pig for this cross-blended and quite expensive oil 
Its owner value is all a question of economics, and far too 
involved for amateur calculation. Some part of the m.p.g 
of the car (30) and some part of its life will be owed to the 
use of Q5500, but it will not be possible to estimate how 
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much. That would require controlled bench testing, data 
from which, I should have thought, would have been made 
public by now. This country is curiously backward in 
some aspects of oil research, and it may be that comparative 
figures will come from across the Atlantic, where Esso now 
have a cross-blended oil called Uniflo. The Riley is using 
Q5500 to ascertain its effect on running and engine life, not 
the economics involved. 

After eight miles or so, relaxation is permitted to the 
tune of about 3,000 r.p.m., and after about twenty miles I 
am prepared to see 4,500 without a thought other than the 
dominating one of whether or not the engine is doing it 
easily. I will let an engine neither slog nor race. Art 4,500 
a Riley engine is not racing, though I feel instinctively that 
mine, at least, is turning over sufficiently- fast for happiness. 
Sundry small vibrations become apparent throughout the 
car and notably in the transmission, and as vibrations are 
intrusive (they have not been designed for) they must there- 
fore involve damaging forces. 

Most care for the engine is exercised in acceleration, 
which is always progressively controlled. Every effort is 
made to open the throttle at about the rate that the car’s 
accelerative ability in terms of power and weight demands. 
Some pride is taken in using the minimum revs required 
for smooth clutch engagement, so that the anti-abrasive pro- 
cess starts from zero, as it were. Even in decelerating, the

Braking Efficiency on Hills 


Braking efficiency is affected by gradient, as is emphasized on the 
next page, and the effect is easily calculable, although the method 
of calculation is not widely known. The percentage rise or fall 
of the gradient is added to or subtracted from the percentage 
braking efficiency on the level. Thus, if a car's braking efficiency 
is 50 per cent on the level, it will be 60 per cent on an up-grade 
of | in 10, which is a 10 per cent rise. Similarly, it will be 40 per 
cent when descending the same gradient.

Stopping distance can be calculated from the formula D 0, 
where D is stopping distance in feet, V is speed in m.p.h. and yu 
equals the coefficient of friction, which may be regarded as equiva- 
lent to the percentage of braking efficiency. Up the gradient 
quoted, therefore, » equals 0.6 (60 per cent braking efficiency), 
and downhill it will be 0.4. If, then, the formula is applied it will 
be found that stopping distance uphill is decreased by 16.6 per 
cent, and downhill it is increased by 25 per cent—a much more 
serious result. 

Stopping distance on the level with 50 per cent efficiency being 
60ft, the distances in question are, therefore, 50ft uphill and 75ft 
downhill. 








attempt is made to maintain smoothness, the throttle being 
closed rather than allowed to snap shut, to avoid the violent 
change-over in power flow along the transmission. 

All this type of thing, part and parcel of driving itself, 
is done by most thoughtful owners, and in doing so they are 
brought to realize that the road and traffic are the greatest 
enemies of the ideal, which is, of course, the maintenance 
of constant speed in the engine. The second stage of the 
process, then, becomes the art of compromise between the 
demands of road and traffic and the desires of the driver to 
husband his machine. 


Points of Check 


The most frequent cause of fluctuation in speeds is checks 
from other traffic, and it is puzzling to s¢e how few drivers 
anticipate them properly. It is one thing to press on in 
the hope of clearing a block before it is complete, to make 
an error of judgment and to have to stop after all. It is quite 
another to rush up behind vehicles which are stationary at 
traffic lights and to stop there when a change down into 
third and an amble would have allowed the block to clear; 
it is, in fact, a droplet or two of fuel, perhaps a microgramme 
of metal as a result of the abrasion caused by the violent 
deceleration, one more step along the road to failure owing 
to stress corrosion (metals can stand only a certain number 
of stresses before failure), and certainly a bit of brake lining.

The aim on the road, then, is to reach cruising speed 
and then to stay there for as long periods as are possible. 
Up toa point the methods are the same as are used to promote 
safety; it is all a matter of anticipation. But whereas road 
safeiy strictly demands only that one shall stop in time 
to avoid trouble, the maintenance of a cruising speed 
demands that one shall not only foresee circumstances, but 
shall also foresee a method of avoiding entanglement with- 
out reducing speed more than is essential. In working 
along such lines fine judgment is required as to where to 
draw the line, and it is this which makes it absorbing. 

To take a simple instance, let us say that a car is about 
to overtake a lorry. The road is normal main road width, 
centrally “cat’s-eyed,” and a car is visible coming in the 
opposite direction. Pure prudence would say slow down 
until this car has passed, then overtake. This should not be 
necessary, provided that certain conditions are satisfied. Is 
the lorry proceeding along a well-controlled path, close to the 
kerb? What is the car coming in the opposite direction? 
If it is, say, a Triumph Renown moving quite fast and 
already far enough in to its left side to permit an casy 
three vehicles abreast, then it should be safe to go 
Sound the horn, to make sure that the lorry driver does 
nothing peculiar, and acknowledge the Triumph driver's 
co-operation as the cars pass. 

Bluntly, if the oncoming car is a very popular family 
saloon, driven by a woman and well out in the middle of 
the road, hold back. That remark is not made as a claim 
to male superiority, but because the proportion of purely 
unskilful drivers amongst women is greater than it is 
amongst men and because women become flustered more

As I understand it, those in my neigh 
when the car is travelling fast deserve to be warned of its 
approach, which they may not have noticed; accordingly 
I sound the horn when my summing-up of the situation 
suggests that a foolish move on the part of any other road 
user in the neighbourhood could endanger him and me. 
If anyone feels that that is “blasting one’s way through 
all and sundry” I suggest that he re-examines his mental 
outlook towards the road and its users. There is no logic 
in the statement that a horn is unnecessary; indeed, from 
the illogical point of view from which such a statement 
is made, brakes are unnecessary, too. I'll stick to both— 
and use them. 

Very fine judgment, therefore, must be applied to road 
circumstances—much finer than is necessary purely for 
safety’s sake. If the shock load of sudden braking and 
the cost of linings is borne in mind these impose a safe- 
guard against taking an unjustifiable chance, which this 
owner is too timid to do anyway. Moreover, I would hate 
of be s of trying to intimidate any other road user 
into “giving way.” 

Speed—even the comparatively modest speed embraced 
by this policy for nursing—is so much misunderstood that 
Se ee ere eee ee Spee Se Se 
does not offend for lack of courtesy. Accordingly, the 
Riley driver acknowledges the other driver who pulls over 
to “make a gap” when he needn’t (such as past a stationary 
bus); the heavy driver who gives an invaluable signal from 
his high viewpoint, and the pedestrian who politely refuses 
to exercise his rights. Such gestures deserve thanks, and 
I try to be equally punctilious in making things easy for

faster drivers; the rear mirror is, of course, the crucial 
point here. 

Drivers who use their rear mirrors to the full are very 
few and far between. I recall a recent Sunday when we 
were heading south along the road from Carlisle to Penrith.

The tful 
owner of a not-too-heavy car such as the 14-litre will always 
push it in and out of the garage for routine attention, rather 
than use the engine for such a short period; he will park 
behind a windbreak in December rather than let the north 
wind whistle through his radiator grille while he is in the 
cinema; he will check his own tyre pressures regularly and 
will make sure that he himself does the tyre 
change-round, going round each tread for flints and nails, 
and making a final round of wheelnuts after he feels sure 
that he has tightened them all. He will buy a car that 
permits intelligent usage, even if most of the servicing is 
nowadays taken out of his hands; that has such indirect 
aids to long life as thermometer, oi] pressure gauge and 
hand throttle and ignition controls. Mr. Davey’s 128,000 
miles is only an interim goal for Riley owners; if they pass 
that they can always have a shot at the million miles 
covered by a Nine from the famous factory, a figure that was 
substantiated in the correspondence columns of The 
Autocar. The more rabid Riley owners are convinced that 
the car is the answer to the toast of “Long Life and 
Happiness.”

65038}, and following The Scribe’s jotting, I have no doubt that 
the troubles in increased petrol consum ion are owed to a con- 
siderable increase in friction at the cylinder walls 

In 1935 I fitted Wellworthy Simplex rings to my 1934 K-type 
M.G. Magnette, which had an oil sump thermometer. After 
normal warming up at running-in speeds, it was observed that 
the sump temperature was 15 to 20 degrees higher than before 
the spring rings were fitted. Radiator temperature was also 
increased by approximately 10 degrees. 

As petrol was easy to come by in those days, I am unable to 
comment on the effect on m.p.g., but it would a reasonable 
to sum up the situation as follows: the increased friction has to 
be overcome by additional output from the engine; the unit as a 
whole will be running at a higher temperature and evaporation, 
as mentioned by The Scribe, will be speeded =p censeany.

Clear the Bleed Hole?

I renewed the 
“innards” of the master cylinder with no effect, then renewed 
the master cylinder itself and still found the same trouble—less 
and less brake each day until the pedal was hard down on 
the floor. 

I then had a brainwave and cleared the air bleed hole in the 
cap of the reserve fluid tank and all was cured.

Symptoms of a Great Deal of Intrusive Air 


[65078.]—I should like to disagree with the item relating to 
hydraulic brakes. Assuming that the reservoir is reasonably full 
throughout, and that the brakes are properly adjusted so that 
the shoe return springs do not force most of the fluid from 
the wheel cylinders back to the reservoir as soon as the pedal 
is released, there can be only two explanations of “ insufficient 
fluid in the system.” Either the pistons in the wheel cylinders 
are not making contact with the shoes—in which case one or 
two strokes of the master piston will rectify matters—or the 
space where there should be fluid contains air. Whilst a small 
amount of air in the system gives sponginess, a large arnount 
will produce the need for pumping—following thoughtless 
reassembly of a dry system I have reached the stage at which 
five quick pumps lowered the reservoir level jin and gave very 
spongy response to the pedal; as soon as the peda! was released 
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continued 


fiuid oozed back through the recuperating port to refill the 
reservoir. This was cured solely by further intensive bleeding. 

“C. E.” will presumably by now have checked his master 
cylinder, and I suggest he should then bieed the system from 
the pipe joints, starting at the master cylinder and working 
outwards, to get a fair amount of fluid into use. He should 
then (after adjusting all brakes—locking every wheel by 
deliberate maladjustment will speed the process still more) bleed 
n the orthodox way, passing at least 4 pint through cach wheel 
cylinder 

I agree, of course, that the check valve pressure prevents 
air being drawn into the system, but it is quite possible to 
introduce it unintentionally with the fluid. Aeration by careless 
topping up of the reservoir lasts a very short while, but that 
from bleeding into a jar of fluid is more persistent. I should 
recommend 24 hours as an absolute minimum wait before re- 
using fluid which has once been bled, and that only if the 
can of fluid has twice been stood in a bucket of boiling water 
and left until the water goes cold D. HERDMAN.

DOVER TERMINAL 
The Approach is Not Hazardous 


{65079.|—In your issue of July 31, a letter was published from 
Mr. Fraser Evans [65046], who expressed appreciation of the new 
car ferry terminal at Dover. It is to be regretted, however, that 
he appears to have a misconception regarding berthing facilities, 
as it is entirely incorrect to say that the terminal has a hazardous 
and difficult approach 

The actual entrance to the camber (which is itself within the 
outer harbour and comprises a water area of 25 acres) wherein 
the car ferry terminal dock is situated, has been widened to 178ft 
There is no tidal action at the entrance to the camber, and, to 
provide protection against strong winds, a special 20ft high wind- 
wall is now nearing completion. This will run the whole length 
of the west jetty (1,075ft), which protects the camber from the 
south-west 

Your correspondent has, perhaps, overlooked the fact that all 
the car-ferry vessels are specially equipped with bow rudders to 
enable them to enter the berths at the terminal stern first, in 
addition, of course, to their normal rudders. 

It should be emphasized, in conclusion, that the layout of the 
berths was designed by the Dover Harbour Board in full con 
juncuon and agreement with the shipping operators

EVAPORATION

problem is not, as he suggests, to leave one’s tank as empty as 
possible. The rate of evaporation of petrol (or for that matter 
of treacle) depends on the area of surface from which evaporation 
takes place. On most cars this area (the surface of the petrol in 
the tank) varies very little indeed whether the tank is full or 
nearly empty, so that one would expect the same loss (in gallons 
per hour) in either condition. M.G. Midget owners, of course, 
might expect a reduced loss if they kept their tanks full! 

And Mr. David R. Kelsey [65048] is, I'm afraid, quite up his 
aerial pole! The two addresses at which his wonder television 
set has performed are, be it noted, both in North London and 
in the “blanket” area of the Alexandra Palace transmitter.

The Ultimate Axial ? 


NEW AMERICAN ENGINE REVIVES 


N axial engine, developed by the 
Herrman Engineering Company, 


of Glendale, California, is now 
undergoing tests specified by the 
American Civil Aeronautics Authority. 
The advent of another swash-plate power 
unit, which has always compared favour- 
ably—on paper at least—with conven- 
tional engines, is am occurrence not to 
be underestimated. The manufacturer 
claims that the complete unit can be pro- 
duced at half the cost of a comparable 
engine of orthodox design, and weighs 
75 per cent less than an “in line” 
counterpart—a claim worthy of in- 
vestigation. 


Design Simplicity 


The study of any axial engine makes 
the apparent success of present-day de- 
sign, in regard to power and weight, look 
somewhat doubtful. From the earliest 
days of motoring this battle has raged 
unceasingly, and: more wer has been 
progressively produced from less weight 
ever since. But materials remain virtually 
unchanged, and are, in their present 
applications, being continually stressed 
closer to their fatigue limits. Rapidly 
varying piston velocities—the legacy of 
high operating speeds—are extremely 
difficult to balance, and the resultant tor- 
sional vibrations have to be offset by the 
addition of counterweight vibration 
dampers, flywheels, the use of 
elaborate rubber mountings. Such neces- 
sary additions must go on the debit side, 
for although the power of the conven- 
tional engine has been increased, so has 
the weight. 

The disposition of reciprocal and tor- 
sional forces is i as being a 
major enemy of durability. The obvious 
remedy is the improvement of basic de- 
sign and the past 30 years 
this necessity has plainly impressed itself 
upon numerous engineers. Several varia- 


tions of the axial engine have appeared 
from time to time, but with the exception 
of the Bristol Barrel engine none was 
ever seriously applied to the motor indus- 
try, or produced in numbers. The fate of 
the remainder is somewhat obscure. 

The twelve-cylinder Herrman engine 
dispenses with crankshaft, crankcase, cam- 
shaft, and timing gears. There are no 
vibration dampers, flywheels, or counter- 
weights, and conventional main bearings 
are replaced by four bronze bushes pressed 
into the drum-shaped cylinder block. A 
straight shaft—carrying the main cam— 
replaces the crankshaft, and two disc 
cams, also mounted on this shaft, operate 
the valve mechanism located in the head. 
Reciprocal forces and gas pressures are 
transferred from the six double-ended 
pistons to the main cam via two trunnion 
rollers in each of the pistons. Harmonic 
motion of the pistons by the specially 
designed cam allows inertia forces to be 
absorbed in the cam without transmission 
to any other part of the engine. Gas 
pressures are similarly offset and only 
their resultant is passed to the main shaft. 
Thus, it is claimed, the main bearings 
never require adjustmeni or replacement; 
this, alone, would surely be a formidable 
advance. 


Production and Service 


A further interesting fact—from the 
poiat of view of production—is that the 
main cam of the Herrman engine, and 
indeed every other major component, is 
machined on virtually standard installa- 
tions. This contributes greatly to the 
low ultimate selling price. 

The main cam provides four strokes 
per shaft revolution, whereas a crankshaft 
would provide two. The result is that 
the six double-ended pistons of the cam 
engine produce twelve power strokes per 
shaft revoluticn, while a _ six-cylinder 
crank engine produces only three 


AN OLD IDEA 


Although this engine was primarily in- 
tended for aircraft application, the Herr- 
man company claims that without any 
major change the unit is suitable for 
automobile, commercial vehicle, or loco- 
motive installations, With an overall 
height of only 18 inches the engine could 
be fitted underneath the average chassis. 
The tangential possibilities of any such 
installation would be far-reaching and 
revolutionary, since it would leave body 
stylists a completely free top chassis line, 
unbroken by any of the usual pro- 
tuberances. Underfloor installation would 
also allow designers a great deal of licence 
in locating the power unit—thus provid- 
ing a part answer to the major problem 
of weight distribution. Cynics may 
rightly criticize underfloor engines from 
a service point of view, but even though 
the cylinder heads of the Herrman en- 
gine are not separately detachable, the 
constructional simplicity of the complete 
unit belittles even a thorough overhaul. 


The Unknown 


The disadvantages of axial engines in 
general are a comparatively unknown 
quantity, but the main conjecture is that 
although the swash-plate is an effective 
means of converting rotary to reciprocat- 
ing motion, the action is not fully re- 
versible. It must also be admitted thar 
the basic shape of any axial engine forces 
designers to employ methods of inlet 
manifolding and valve operation which 
are not conducive to hi and variable 
engine speeds. 

It is, however, reasonable to assume that 
any design—however unorthodox—which 
has been under development since 1936, 
as this has, should have proved its own 
feasibility by now. Whether or not the 
Herrman engine is the ultimate axial 
remains to be seen, but it is comforting to 
know that the seeds sown so long ago did 
not all fall on stony ground.

NOTTINGHAMSHIRE OCCASION 


MIDLANDS CLUB HAVE PERFECT WEATHER FOR 


HE Silverstone club circuit was in 
use again last Saturday, this time 
for the annual race meeting of the 

Nottingham Sports Car Club. The 
weather could not have been better, blue 
skies and brilliant sunshine gracing the 
proceedings; a very good entry indeed 
had been received, and some excellent 
and closely fought racing resulted. Ad- 
mittedly, the vagaries of timekeepers and 
handicappers in arranging the final race 
caused the meeting to go on even longer 
than the organizers had envisaged; 

the enthusiastic spectators stayed to the 
end, and enjoyed every minute of it. 

The varied programme included special 
races for 750 and 1172 formula cars, a 
range of sports car scratch and handicap 
races, scratch and—unusually—handicap 
formula 3 races, and two facing car 
events, run under a formule trés libre. 
Many of the established stars of club 
races appeared once more, and old rival- 
ries were renewed. Some, however, at- 
tracted new participants; for some laps of 
the 1}-litre sports car scratch race the 
Gammon-Davis-Sears trinity was ried 
menaced by K. Flint’s Cooper-M.G., 
powered by a supercharged K3 Magnette 
engine. Colin Chapman and A. 
Desoutter scored with their Lotuses, and 
F. C, Hill got his Empire Special (a 
Lotus chassis with supercharged M.G. 
Midget engine) going well to notch up a 
win and a place. 

The formula 3 star proved to be Ken 
Smith, whose home-produced Norton- 
powered special went extremely well des- 
pite what the owner feared was a crank- 
shaft the two halves of which were not 
absolutely in line! Among the larger 
sports cars the fastest performers were 
Jack Walton’s Cooper-Bristol sports car, 
which is virtually a formula 2 chassis 
equipped with two-seater body, lights, 
dynamo, starter and tiny wings, and f 
Swift’s Jaguar XK120C; these two also 
loomed large in the racing car events, but 
were beaten therein by He H. Gould, the 
West Country Gonzalez, and his Coo; 
Bristol. To the last-named, therefore, 
fell the Parnell Trophy for fastest lap by 
a racing car. 

The unluckiest man at the meeting was 
Len Gibbs, who lost a first place in one 


race by literally a couple of yards after 
coasting from the middle of of Woodcote 
corner when his Riley suddenly and in- 
explicably lost all its sparks. Certainly 
the most heart-stopping moment was that 
when the not-too-safe Riley of T. J. N. 
Deaville got out of control at Weodcote 
and charged the timekeepers’ bus; fortu- 
nately nobody was more than grazed, 
— some officials had very narrow 
esca _ and —— remarkable 
acce’ eration. The bravest man at the 
meeting—at least according to the an- 
nouncer—was the driver of a large and 
unwieldy Lincoln saloon, which heeled on 
the sharper bends to the extent of dis- 
playing some of its intimate underwear to 
the public gaze.

HE Ulster Automobile Club's 
Craigantlet hill-climb was held in 
unusually good conditions: no 

rain, no melted tar, but lots of pleasant 
sunshine. 

First up the 1,833 yards long hill, with 
its five sharp corners and average 
gradient of 1 in 16}, was a brace of 
Austin A.30 saloons, of which W. M. D. 
Montgomery’s was a second the faster 
at 115.6 sec, but both were well beaten 
in their class by a Wolseley Eight and an 
elderly Singer Nine. First to get below 
the 100 sec mark were S. Pentland’s 2- 
litre Citroen saloon (99.6 sec) and A. N. 
Johnston’s Healey saloon (95.4 sec), 
which won their respective classes. 

After a number of slower ascents D. H. 
McWhir took up his grey 1,496 H.R.G. 
in 93.8 sec, but was beaten by A. H. 
Brown in a rather more highly tuned 
H.R.G. by 1.8 sec. On their second runs 
McWhir improved to 93.6 sec and Brown 
to 91.2 sec, which won him the class. 
On the second runs the two changed cars, 
both being slightly slower, but McWhir 
the faster in 91.8 sec. 

Then came the first really fast climb 
when J. D. Titterington, Allard, swept 
rapidly off the starting line and made a 
very neat ascent in 80.6 sec, only 7.6 sec 
longer than the record, which was made 
two years ago by Sydney Allard in the 
4-litre Steyr-Allard. W. Leeper in his 
speedy 1,250 M.G. made a good climb 
in 86.8 sec, which he improved to 85.6 sec 
on his second run, best climb by a small 
car. Then came J. Quinn, of London- 
derry, in his 4,250 Mercury-engined 
S.A.M., a rather scrappy-looking car that 
had shocked some of the C-type Jaguars 
in the Leinster Trophy Race. His time 
of 83.6 sec was rather disappointing, but 
his time of 81.8 sec on the second run was 
third best of the day. 


Ken Wharton, hav- 
ing already broken 
the hill record in 
pract.ce, made an 
official run in the 
supercharged 996 
c.c. Cooper in 70.6s, 
reducing S. H. 
Allard’s 1951 record 
by 2.45. 


C. S. Porter had two impressive runs 
in his cream-coloured 44-litre Invicta, 
said to be the ex-Mays car, the better of 
the two being in 85.4 sec, which sufficed 
to leave him tying for best handicap per 
formance. Another old car that attracted 
interest was R. Walsh’s twin-cylinder 
1,076 Morgan-J.A.P., which misfired and 
recorded a slow time on his first climb 
and stopped on his next, owing, it was 
said, to the magneto falling off. 

Two 500s proved disappointing; T. E 
Seymour's Iota-Norton misfired and its 
better run was 90.4 sec, while the Cooper 
J.A.P. driven by S. Durbidge stopped on 
its first run and took 89.8 sec on its 
second. 

Then came what everyone had been 
waiting for: Ken Wharton’s climb in the 
996 supercharged Cooper. He had beaten 
Allard’s record in practising but was ex 
pected to do better “on the day.” He 
made a good getaway so close to the 
right-hand side of the road that the start- 
ing officials were somewhat embarrassed, 
shot up the road with a puff of smoke 
as he changed gear, through the bends 
very fast but deceptively effortlessly, and 
then accelerated hard to the finishing line. 
A short pause and then came news that 


Wharton had established a new record 
of 70.6 sec, 2.4 sec under Allard’s figure.

SOLID LUBRICANTS 


of lock lubrication was interesting 

in that it brought reminders once 
again of the lubricants which exist but 
which have no basis in petroleum pro- 
ducts. Most of such lubricants use the 
substance graphite, which has several 
unig roperties. Graphite is one of the 
forms ~ carbon, having the more familiar 
names of black lead or plumbago, 
most people’s first acquaintance with it is 
in the form of lead pencil. It is in this 
form that it betrays most | its some- 
what complicated process of lubricating, 
for nearly everyone has experienced the 
slipperiness that results from pencil dust 
on the fingers. 

Graphite as a dust is used in the lubri- 
cator made by Josiah Parkes and Co., Ltd., 
Union Works, Willenhall, Staffordshire, 
and costing 3s. This is exactly like a small 
transparent oil can, down the spout of 
which the graphite is puffed. It is pro- 
duced by the company as a lock lubricator, 
especially for their own pin-tumbler lock 
mechanisms, which are used in the cylin- 
ders of house door locks of the popular 
type and which should never be lubricated 
with oil. For such locks as are fitted in 
car handles the company recommends a 
thid, light oil and draws attention to the 
mistake of subsequent use of graphite on 
oiled parts because of the possibility of 

clogging. However, the point about the 
Parkes puffer is that it is a handy form of 


A RECENT mention of the problems 


applying graphite powder as a lubricant. 

Another peculiar lubricant which has 
come to light is called Rubberlube and is 
intended to stop the squeaks that come 
from such things as rubber bushes at a 
certain age in their life and in certain 
weather conditions. This is made by 
Graphite Products, Ltd., Battersea Church 
Road, London, $.W.11. This particular 
lubricant has not been forcefully marketed 
as yet, but a sample tin has been used in 
The Autocar service department with 
satisfactory results. Squeaking is success- 
fully eliminated between rubber and metal 
or, in fact, wherever rubber is one of the 
agents; but the disappearance of the 
squeak from a shackle bush should not 
lead motorists to think that all is per- 
manently well at the shackle. The squeak 
invariably means that there is movement 
between rubber and metal and the whole 
principle of rubber bushes, either bonded 
or unbonded, is that there shall be no such 
movement. The actual movement which 
the bush is designed to damp out should 
always be taken by the eallione ency of the 
rubber. Thus a squeak in a bush is 
usually the first sign of a fairly rapid 
deterioration which demands renewal. 

A third lubricant, Microloid, though 
described by the adjective “dry,” is 
actually wet in application, being a dis- 
persion of colloidal graphite in a very vola- 
This is applied with a soft 
carrier liquid 


tile carrier. 
brush, whereupon the 


quickly evaporates leaving a dry lubri- 
cating film. It is recommended for fine 
work such as shutter mechanisms of 
cameras, condenser bearings in radio and 
television sets and, of course, car door 
locks. However, much coarser applica- 
tions are also possible, and this is another 
lubricant that can be used on rubber 
bearings. The firm, British Industrial 
Products, Selwyn House, 3, Lansdowne 
Terrace, London, W.C.1, also makes still 
finer lubricants for clocks and watches 
under the trade name Microtime. Micro- 
loid is supplied in pots costing 4s each. 
Another solid lubricant is not graphite 
at all, although marketed by a firm whose 
graphite products have long been known 
Acheson Colloids, Ltd., 18, Pall Mall, 
London, S.W.1). This new solid lubri- 
cant is molybdenum disulphide. The 
compound is claimed to reduce frictional 
coefhcients below those obtainable when 
graphite is used in a similar manner, 
though in certain instances binding agents 
are needed to enable the compound to stick 
to metal surfaces. Mindful of this neces- 
sity, Achesons now produce a number of 
dispersions of colloidal molybdenum 
disulphide. These take the form of various 
liquid carriers for the powder of the com- 
pound. Amongst them are mineral oil, 
alcohol, toluene, white spirit and several 
others. Such lubricants are particularly 
suitable for high temperature work and for 
metal working and cutting operations.

Oil Pressure Failure 


Nine weeks ago I had the engine of 
my 1933 Austin Ten completely over- 
hauled; crankshaft reground, bearings ee 
big- ends remetalled, block bore 
sleeved back to standard, new | ea 
rings, and so on. Since then the car has 
covered 3,000 miles but during the last 
thousand or more I have been troubled 
by the oil pressure. 

During running-in the gauge registered 
30 lb at 30 m.p.h., and dropped gradually 
from 25 m.p.h. downwards to a tickover 
of 5 to 8 lb. The first pressure irregularity 
occurred later, when the car was warm. 
At a speed of 40 m.p.h. the gauge needle 
immediately dropped from 30 lb to 20- 
25 lb, and 5 at to oscillate appreciably.

THs is a peculiar trouble, and the only 
likely fault seems to be that the gears 
in the oil pump have too much vertical 
clearance. As he drive to the pump is by 
a helical gear on the camshaft, it 1s con- 
ceivable that at certain speeds the driven 
gear may move upwards or downwards 
under the influence of the thrust from the 
drive, and allow oil pressure to leak away 
round the top or bottom of the gear. The 
pump should be removed from the crank- 
case and stripped by withdrawal of the 
driven gear locating pin and removal of the 
four cover set screws. If there is exces- 
sive ‘side play of the gears, the top cover 
should be faced down until the gears are 
nipped, and the pump run free in a lathe 
using a 50-50 mixture of engine oil and 
metal polish. After cleanin » the pump 
should be refitted, and the relief valve set 
to give 30 Ib pressure. The pressure 
should not, with good bearings, drop be- 
low 20 Ib even at idling speed. 


Pre-selection 


I am an enthusiastic follower of the 
sport but one thing puzzles me, What 
form of clutch, if any, has a racing car 
vith a pre-selector gear box ? I understand 
how the box works and realize that one 
changes gear with a pedal. This being so, 
how does one operate the clutch, as there 
aré only three pedals on these cars? I 
realize that a fluid flywheel would render 
a clutch unnecessary but I believe that this 
device is not used.

A RACING car equipped with a pre- 

selector gear box does not normally 
possess a clutch in the accepted sense of 
the word, the brake bands inside the 
gear box being used to take up the drive. 
Therefore, no problem of an additional 
control arises. It is, however, possible 
for a plate clutch to be used in addition, 
as has been done on certain production 
ears not equipped with a fluid flywheel. 
In these cases, the clutch withdrawal 
mechanisin is coupled to the gear engag- 
ing pedal, the adjustment being set so that 
the gear box bands come into engagement 
before the clutch plates, 


Electrical Laziness 


I bought a 1933 car in 1945 that has 
served me well as a “ weekend motorist.” 
However, I have had a good deal of bat- 
tery trouble, 18 months aed the average 


battery life, and now I have another elec- 
trical fault. After a run there is not 
enough electrical power to operate even 
the horn, but after using the starter the 
trouble ceases, What could be the fault ? 
Kidsgrove, Staffordshire. E.R. R. 


Your trouble might possibly be caused 

by a faulty connection at the battery. 
The fact that things seem to work norm- 
ally after use of the starter suggests that 
there is a minute gap in the circuit which 
is fused by the heavy discharge of the 
starter, but which is not bridged by the 
relatively light load of the Trafficators or 
horn. The motion of the car then 
“breaks” the bridge. All heavy duty 
connections should be scraped clean, and 
you should check that there is a perfect 
earth connection between the battery and 
chassis and between the chassis and engine. 

In view of the type of use you give the 
car you would probably do well to step 
up the charging rate to 8 or 9 amps. 


Oil in Cluteh 


I should’ be glad if you could give me 
any information about the cause of oil 
coming through the rear main bearing into 
the clutch case, when my engine is run- 
ning at normal temperature. This engine 
has been rebored, crankshaft reground, all 
bearings remetalled, and so on. After 600 
miles oil appeared in the clutch case, and a 
broken outer oil thrower was replaced. But 
sll oil gets through at about half a pint 
to 200 miles. Pressure is satisfactory.

IF you have had the crankshaft reground, 
and a standard size outer oil thrower 
has been fitted, there will be excessive 
clearance...between the shaft and _ the 
thrower thread, and there will be no effect- 
ive seal between the engine and the clutch. 
Just a few thousandths of an inch clear- 
ance is sufficient to render the oil thread 
inoperative, and you should consult your 
local agent about getting an oil thrower 
to suit your new crankshaft size. 


Grabbing Brake 
I own a 1933 Hillman Minx with which 


I am having brake trouble. The right 
side front brake grabs under stress of 
heavy braking and I cannot see any 
reason for this, The other three brakes 
are free from trouble once one gets them 
even. All the cables are new and so are 
the linings. I have stripped the brake 
down several times and everything is clean 
with a little grease in the right places. 
There seems very little wear in the work- 
ing parts, nor is the surface of the drum 
rough. F. J. W.

HESE brakes could be tricky, but as 

it is the one wheel which consistently 

grabs, all the indications are thar the brake 

drum on that wheel is not quite true and 

it appears that you should have it checked. 
It may be necessary to skim it. 

The trouble could also be caused by 
looseness in the mounting of the shoes, or 
by a non-chamfered leading edge of a 
brake lining

Judder 


I own and run daily a 1938 Vauxhall 
Ten and am troubled with a persistent 
judder in the transmission, especially 
when reversing. I have recently had to 
have a new crown wheel and pinion, and 
also a new universal joint fitted. I have 
wondered whether these troubles have 
been caused by the judder. The clutch is 
in good condition.

HE judder you describe is consistent 
with some looseness in the engine or 
gear box mountings, and can certainly 
cause failure of the crown wheel and 
pinion or of the universal joints—especi- 
~ the latter. 
ear spring shackles or spring U bolts, 
if badly worn, would also cause the 
trouble you describe, and it is recom- 
mended that you take up the rear seat and 
get a friend to watch the axle whilst you 
move the car about in first and reverse 
gears; any undue looseness will quickly be 
seen. hen the cockpit floorboards 
should be removed and note should be 
taken of whether the engine-gear box unit 
moves excessively as the drive is taken up. 
It is very unlikely that the clutch will be 
causing the trouble, if it has been carefully 
checked 


Brake Fluctuation 


I'recently inspected the brake linings of 
my 1949 Hillman Minx and adjusted the 
brake shoe clearance with the “ click” ad- 
juster. Nothing else was done to the brakes 
and I now po when I brake gently at 
low speeds (10 to 20 m.p.h.) the braking 
action is not as steady as it was before, but 
feels as though the brake pressure is being 
regularly increased and decreased. At 
higher speeds and with harder braking it 
is not noticeable, nor does it occur when 
the hand brake is used alone. D. D.

T" would appear that the trouble you 
are having is confined to the front 
wheels since it does not occur when the 
hand brake is applied. As the front brakes 
are of the rn tendion: shoe Variety it may 
be that you have adjusted on only one 
of the “click” adjusters on each wheel, 
when in fact both should be set as fol 
lows: 1, Apply brakes hard, to centralize 
shoes in drum. 2, Turn both adjusters on 
each wheel until shoes contact. 3, Back off 
adjusters one click each. 

The trouble you describe is consistent 
with a self-wrapping action taking place 
on one shoe oniy, and is probably caused 
by the two shoes being set differently.

amount of fuss in_ certain 

quarters at present about the fact 
that some competitors on this side of 
the Atlantic are now using fuels con- 
taining a proportion of nitromethane. 
As is so often the case when a novelty 
is concerned, there are cries from the 
diehards to the effect that it should not 
be permitted, and that the regulations 
governing racing should be amended 
to prohibit such fuels. 

This, in my view, would be a retro- 
grade step; there is undoubtedly a lot 
of possible development in the fuel 
field, and any prohibitions only tend to 
hamper research. The devotees of the 
“hot-rod” in the U.S.A. have long 
used fuel containing nitromethane, and 
it is also used at Indianapolis, where at 
present an investigation is being 
carried out into its desirability or 
otherwise. After all, funny fuels are 
no novelty as such; before the war the 
Mercedes and Auto-Union teams were 
using fuels containing a proportion of 
nitrobenzene (which smelt of boot 
polish, remember?) and nobody was 
very much concerned. Incidentally, 
they were not the first people to use 
that, nor by any means the last.

T# purpose of using nitromethane, as 
I understand it, is roughly this. With 
a normally aspirated (unsupercharged) 
engine, the amount of power available is 
dependent on the amount of air which the 
engine will suck in; it is simple to adjust 
the carburation to provide sufficient fuel to 
make the correctly combustible mixture. 
For any given unit with its inherent valve 
sizes and timing, port shapes, and so on, 
this amount reaches an optimum figure,

and that is the lot. Now, the active con- 
stituent of the air is oxygen; nitromethane 
is a substance which, under certain con- 
ditions of heat and compression, gives off 
oxygen im quantity. Therefore, adding 
nitromethane to the fuel results in more 
oxygen in the cylinder than the amount 
of air present accounts for; more fuel 
must then also be taken in to preserve the 
correct oxygen-fuel ratio, and more power 
will result. It must be realized that nitro- 
methane is not a power-producing part of 
the fuel in itself; in effect, it is adding to 
the air with which the fuel must be mixed. 


Ko Wo %o 


T will be immediately obvious that it is 
no good just putting a new fuel of this 
sort into an existing engine and hoping for 
more power; all you will do is weaken the 
mixture enormously, overheat the unit, 
burn the valves out and probably either 
seize up the works or burn a hole in the 
top of a piston. The jet sizes must be 
increased considerably, to accommodate 
both the nitromethane additive and the in- 
creased amount of fuel necessitated by the 
increased oxygen supply. It can therefore 
be correctly deduced that the fuel con 
sumption will be also greatly increased 
(though not necessarily in strict propor 
tion, as the power output has gone up, 
too), and this may bring in additional 
problems of tankage, and so forth. 

In view of these problems, and the ex 
pense of the fuel (nitromethane is both 
extremely expensive and in short supply, 
and the blended result costs something 
over £10 per gallon), the fuel companies 
are understandably reluctant to put it on 
the market at present, and are issuing it 
only to certain special users as guinea-pigs; 
there are at least half a dozen of these in 
the formula 3 field, and three with larger- 
engined vehicles, in this country. Eventu- 
ally, no doubt, it will become more readily 
available; there are, too, other chemicals 
with the same oxygen-releasing properties

which might be used when research has 
proceeded yet further. Incidentally, nitro- 
benzene does release a small amount of 
oxygen, but this was not a primary reason 
for its use in racing fuel. And, finally, I 
am told on good authority that, provided 
the instructions are observed and the new 
fuel is not mixed with other fuels, it is 
neither explosive nor dangerous in use, 
which should allay some current mis 
givings. Products of its combustion, how 
ever, include carbon monoxide and nitrous 
oxide, and this fact may need closer 
investigation
